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® CONSTITUTION 
OF 
PAK SARZAMEEN PARTY (PSP) 
(UP TO DATE AMENDED) 
PREAMBLE 


WHEREAS Pakistan was created in 1947 with a view to providing a homeland for the 
Muslims of the sub-continent of India, in which it was ordained by the framers of the 
Constitution that the principles of Islam, liberty, equality, democracy, tolerance, political 
justice and freedom of thought, expression and belief shall be available to all, without 
any distinction of caste, creed, color, gender, religion or sect; and 


WHEREAS Pakistan was intended to be a one nation state where pluralism was to be 
promoted and achieved; however, the ensuing events confirmed that the country was 
run on the lines of ethno-linguistic pluralism; 


WHEREAS it is the will of the People of Pakistan to establish an Order in which the State 
shall exercise its power and authority through the chosen representatives of the People 
so that the fundamental principles of democracy, tolerance and equality before the 
law could be observed; and 


WHEREAS proper provisions shall be made for all so as to facilitate them to freel 
profess, adopt and practice their religions, faiths and culture, while shunning all 
appellations and denominations of minorities and ethnicities 


AND WHEREAS it is necessary for the achievement of such goals to create an equitable 
and just system of governance in a nation-state, prescribing moderate, civilized, 
democratic, temperate and welfare statehood values, in which the general masses of 
the country can carve their own destiny and future through legislative bodies elected 
by them adopting a pragmatic approach on all facets of life; 


SO THAT the People of Pakistan can prosper and attain their rightful and honored place 
in the nations of the world and make their full contribution towards international peace, 
progress and happiness of humanity; 


AND in which the Fundamental Rights of the People of the country and the supremacy 
of the Rule of the Law could be fully guaranteed and enforced through an independent 
judiciary; 
AND NOW it is expedient to provide for a Constitution of the PAK SARZAMEEN PARTY 
(PSP), as a political party acclaimed and acknowledged in the length and breadth of 
Pakistan; 


NOW, THEREFORE, the Constitution of The Party, the Pak Sar Zameen Party, provides 
as under:- 


Article I: Name 


The name of the party shall be the Pak Sar Zameen Party (hereafter: “The Party”). 


Article II: Pledge . 


The Party is pledged to build Pakistan as a strong and prosperous nation, Which is 
modern, progressive and enlightened in all aspects, with economic, technological and 
scientific advancement while also drawing support and inspiration from the egalitarian 
precepts of Islam and Pakistan's own culture and value enabling the country to emerge 
asareckonable world power in line with the vestiges of our ancestors, fully committed 
to play an effective role in the comity of nations, contributing to the attainment of 
world peace and a just international order. 


Article III: Aims and Objectives 


The aims and objectives of The Party shall be as follows: 


a) to ensure the strict adherence to the participating and decentralized democracy, 
while abiding to the operative constitutional and legal fabric, so as to establish a 
democratic state guaranteeing to all the citizens, political, social and economic 
justice, irrespective of colour, caste, creed, gender or religion; 

b) to provide for equal opportunities to all without any discrimination; 

c) to take purposive steps so as to facilitate access to justice, health and education; 

d) to educate the electorate of the country so that they are able to consciously and 
gainfully exercise their right to vote with responsibility; 

e) to initiate meaningful political, social and economic reforms; 

f) to disseminate information in order to apprise the people at large the knowledge 
of their rights; 

g) to eradicate exploitation at all levels of existence; 

h) to promote national solidarity of Pakistan; 

i) to take steps to build religious harmony while affording legal protection to all the 
citizens of Pakistan, including the minorities, as ordained by the magnificent religion 
of Islam; 

j) to take steps so as to, ensure that Pakistan is recognized internationally as a nation- 
state where both the municipal and international laws, norms and standards are 
fully applicable and operative; 


Article IV: Basic Philosophy 


The objective of the Party is the well-being and advancement of the people of Pakistan 
by peaceful and constitutional means, through a modern progressive welfare State 


based on the emancipation and true empowerment of people in order to better serve 
them by effectively translating the right of vote into an egalitarian system with full 
powers devolved to exercise control of economy down to the very local levels. A 
transparent and fair system representative and reflective of actual residence 
irrespective of caste, ethnicity, sect or political loyalty with equality of opportunity 
and of political, social and economic rights and to further global peace, regional 
harmony and fellowship. 


Article V: Commitments 


The Party shall always stand committed to nationalism, constitutionalism, national 
integration, democracy, solidarity, establishment of an exploitation free society, value- 
based politics free of criminality, de-centralization of all political and economic power, 
strong and independent Judiciary, facilitating inexpensive and speedy access to justice 
and the vision of the Quaid-e-Azam Muhammad Ali Jinnah, where the lower and 
middle classes of existence are economically, politically and socially liberated and 
have an equal opportunity to effectively perfect and revise their own predicament 
and in the process also ameliorate and enrich the nation-state. 


Article VI; Flag 


The proposed and submitted party flag of PSP is a depiction of the ‘Federation of 
Pakistan’. Emulated and inspired from the national standard, the flag of Pakistan, the 
PSP flag uses the white and green with an inscription of our nationality, our pride, 
and our identity Pakistani. 


Article VII: Election symbol 
The Party shall apply for the election symbol. 
Article VIII: central and other offices 


The central office of The Party shall be House No. 75, Street No 32, Phase V, Khyaban 
e Sehar, DHA, Karachi, while other offices shall be established throughout the country. 


Article IX: Finance 


The Party shall raise funds through subscription and voluntary donations; and through 
all other lawful means as prescribed in the “Political Parties Order, 2002. 


1/4" of the donations or membership fee raised by the Provincial Units or 
subordinate organs of the Party shall allocate to the Central Fund of the Party. 
4.2. Each member of the Central Council shall pay a monthly fee of Rs.25/= which shall 
f be deposited before a meeting of the Council. 

3. Each member of the Central Executive Committee shall pay a monthly fee of Rs. 
1000/= that shall be deposited before a meeting of the Central Executive Committee. 
Each observer in the Central Council or Central Executive Committee meetings 
shall pay a fee of Rs.100/= Proper accounts of the funds shall be maintained which 


shall be audited by the auditors appointed by the Central and Provincial Executive 
Committees. 


Article X: Organizational Structure 


The vd: u structure of The Party shall be divided into seven tiers, which shall 
be as follows:- 


(i) Central Executive Committee (CEC) 

(ii) National Council (NC) 

(iii) Provincial Executive Committees (PECs) 
(iv) Zonal Committees (ZCs) 

(v) District Committees (DCs) . 

(vi) Union Council/Tehsil Committees (UCs) 
(vii) Divisions and Wings 


Article XI: The Central Executive Committee (CEC) 


(1) The CEC shall be the highest executive body of The Party and shall be responsible 
for prescribing The Party policy. It shall also be responsible for taking all executive 
and management decisions, and will lay down the steps for their implementation. 

(2) The CEC shall be informed by all other tiers of the decision taken by them and 
shall (i.e. the CES) endeavour to honour such decision (i.e. of other tiers). However, 
in case any decision by any other tier is not acceptable to the CEC, it shall convey 
the same to the relevant tier, which shall honour the directive of the CEC so as to 
revise or amend the original decision taken by it. 

(3) Apart from the generality of sub-article (1) above, the CEC shall further be 
empowered as follows:- 

(i) to take all necessary steps for giving practical effect to resolutions passed and 
instructions issued by the CEC from time to time; 

(ii) to collect all the information which is necessary and useful for furtherance of the 
aims and objectives of The Party; | 

(iii) to take decisions for convening meetings of the CEC as and when deemed 
necessary; 

(iv) to supervise and monitor the working of the Sub-Committees and to assist them 
whenever requested; 

(v) to constitute an Election Commission (EC) so as to scrutinize the nominations 
and then conduct the elections of the office bearers of The Party; 
the CEC shall frame Rules, Regulations and necessary 


(vi) guide lines for the conduct of its business and for implementing the policies and 


decisions of The Party; 


(vii) the CEC shall be fully empowered to issue or prescribe any Rules, office-orders, 


orders, notifications, directives and letters and create, dissolve, amalgamate or 
separate as many Divisions, Wings, Committees or Sub-Committees deemed fit, 
so as to carry out the policies, aims and objectives of The Party. 


(viii) The above said para's of the preceding Article are strictly subject to the approval

of the Chairman, furthermore the Chairman is fully authorized / empowered to 
accept, reject or nullify any order, action, notification, directions and rules made 
by CEC at any time. 

The CEC shall comprise the following:- 

i Chairman

iv. Senior Vice Chairman(s) 

v. Vice Chairman(s) 

vi. Secretaries 

vii. Joint Secretaries 

viii. Deputy Secretaries 

ix. Members of the CEC 

While there would be one Chairman and one President of the CEC, the numbers 
ofall other office bearers and members of the CEC shall be periodically determined 
by the Chairman of the Party. 


Article XII: National Council (NC) 


(1) 


The NC shall comprise members from all over Pakistan and from every cross- 
section ofthe society. 

The strength of membership ofthe NC shall be periodically determined by the 
CEC and the Chairman from time to time. 

The NC shall meet once in every three months anywhere in Pakistan; and such 
meeting shall be chaired either by the Chairman or a Secretary General or a Senior 
Vice Chairman of the CEC. 

The NC shall participate and provide all aid and help to the CEC, through 
meaningful dialogue and discussion, so as to formulate The Party policy and 
actions and supplement the attainment of the objectives of The Party manifesto. 


(5) Any person who is a citizen of Pakistan and is interested to become a memberof - 
the NC shall make an application of his desire to become a member of the said 
NC. Such application shall be put up before the CEC, which after appropriate 
scrutiny may approve or disapprove the application seeking induction into the 
NC. However the chairman has a right to exceed the numbers of NC on his own 
discretion. 

(6) Before every meeting of the NC, the CEC shall circulate the date, time, venue and 
agenda of the meeting. The recommendations, if any, of the NC in its session shall 
be duly recorded and put up before the CEC, which shall take appropriate steps 
envisaged in Article XI (2) supra. 


Article XIII: Provincial Executive Committees (PECs) 


(1) For every province of Pakistan there may be a Provincial Executive Committee. 
For the time being, there may be the following Provincial Executive Committees 
(PECs):- 

(i) Balochistan Committee (BC) 

(ii) Khyber Pakhtunkhwa Committee (KPC) 
(iii) Punjab Committee (PC) 

(iv) Sindh Committee (SC) 

(2) There shall also be Committees for Gilgit/Baltistan and Azad Jammu & Kashmir 
(AJ&K), which shall be conferred the status of Provincial Committees. 

(3) Every Provincial Executive Committee shall comprise the following:- 

(i) President 

(ii) Senior Vice Presidents 

(iii) Vice Presidents i 
(iv) Secretaries 

(v) Joint Secretaries 

(vi) Deputy Secretaries 

(vii) Members of the PCs 

(4) For every Provincial Executive Committee there shall be one President, however, 
the numbers ofall other office bearers and members of the PECs shall be 
determined by the CEC for each Province, distinctly and periodically.

ge XIV: Provincial Councils (PCs) 


1. The PC shall be formed in each Province of Pakistan and from every cross-section 
of the society within the province. 

2. The strength of membership of the PC shall be periodically determined by the 
CEC from time to time. 

3. The PC shall meet once in every three months anywhere within the province; and 
such meeting shall be chaired either by the President or a Secretary General or 
a Senior Vice President of the PEC. 

4. The PC shall participate and provide all aid and help to the PEC, through meaningful 
dialogue and discussion, so as to formulate The Party policy and actions and 
supplement the attainment of the objectives of The Party manifesto. 

5. Any person who is a citizen of Pakistan and is interested to become a member of 
the PC shall make an application of his desire to become a member of the said 
PC. Such application shall be put up before the PEC, which after appropriate 

scrutiny may approve or disapprove the application seeking induction into the 
PC. 

6. Before every meeting of the PC, the PEC shall circulate the date, time, venue and 
agenda of the meeting. The recommendations, if any, of the PC in its session shall 
be duly recorded and put up before the PEC. 


Article XV: Zonal Committees ZCs 


1. For every one or more District there shall be a Zonal Committee, which shall be 
prescribed by the CEC, periodically. 

2. The extent, number and nomenclature of office bearers and members of the ZCs 
shall be periodically determined and prescribed by the CEC. 


Article XVI: District Committees (DCs) 


(1) For every one or more Town, Taluka or Tehsil or equivalent territorial denomination 
there shall be a Sector/District Committee in the manner as prescribed by the 
CEC, periodically. 

(2) The extent, number and nomenclature of office bearers and members of the SCs 
shall be periodically determined and prescribed by the CEC. 


‘Article XVII: Union Council Committees UCs 


(1) For every one or more Union Councils/Tehsils or equivalent territorial denomination 
there shall be a Unit Committee in the manner as prescribed by the CEC, 
periodically. 

(2) The extent, number and nomenclature of office bearers and members of the UCs 
shall be periodically determined and prescribed by the CEC. 


(1) Inaddition to the above tiers the CEC from time to time may prescribe Divisions 
and Wings either on the basis of territory, occupations, persons, purpose or on 
any basis deemed fit by the CEC. The membership or office-bearers, if any, of 
these Divisions/Wings shall be determined by the CEC, periodically, in its own 
wisdom. 

(2) The extent, number and nomenclature of office bearers and members of the 
Divisions/Wings shall be periodically determined and prescribed by the CEC.

Article XVIII: Divisions and Wings = 


Article XIX: General Membership - Eligibility and Procedure 

(1) Every citizen of Pakistan, who is not a member of any other political or religio- 
political party, shall be eligible for the general membership of The Party. 

(2) An application requesting for the general membership shall be made by any 
person so eligible [under sub-article (1) above] to any of the seven tiers mentioned 
in Article X, which after appropriate scrutiny may approve or disapprove such 
request. In case the application is made to any of the seven tiers other than the 
CEC, after approval of the aid application by the tier to which the application has 
been made, the said application shall be forwarded to the CEC, which after 
appropriate scrutiny may approve or disapprove the application. In case of 
approval, the applicant shall become the general member of The Party. In case 
the application is made directly to the CEC, the CEC in its own wisdom and scrutiny 
will process such application and upon approval the applicant shall become the 
general member of The Party. 

(3) Every application form seeking general membership shall be accompanied by an 
application fee to be prescribed by the CEC from time to time, while upon approval 
the member shall periodically contribute a subscription, which shall be determined 
by the NEC periodically. In addition, members may further be requested to render 
voluntary contributions so as to meet any exigency. 

(4) Acomplete set of records shall be maintained by the Secretariat of the CEC and/or 
by the Secretariats of any other tier of membership or any other matter. 

(5) The Chairman shall have all the powers to accept, reject or terminate any 
membership of any person without giving any reason or notice. 


Article XX: Amendment M (S) 
An amendment to the Constitution can be moved by the Central Executive Committee 
before the National Council. An amendment can also be moved by one-tenth of the 
total membership of the National Council. X 

The Constitution of the Party can be amended by the National Council = 


vided the proposed amendment is approved by at least two-third of the 
bers present. 
The Chairman/President may refer an amendment back to the Council for 
reconsideration, which may again be passed by two-third of the members present. 


Provided the proposed amendment shall be circulated amongst the members 
at least two weeks or 14 days prior to the meeting. 


All amendments shall be made with the consent of the Chairman. The decision 
of the Chairman shall be final. 


Article XXI: Procedure in meetings 


1) All decisions taken by any tier of The Party shall be attempted to be consensus 
oriented, however, in case of any irreconcilable dispute the decision of the 
majority of the members at a particular session shall be recognized to be the 
decision of the tier. 


2) Any member of any of the tier failed to attend continiousiy three meetings 
will be subject to be an inactive member & will be subjective to disciplinary action 
under article XXVI of party constitution. 


Article XXII: Meetings and Annual General Meetings 


Every tier shall hold and convene an Annual General Meeting (AGM) at least once 
a year. In addition to this, every tier shall also hold as many meetings as may be 
necessary, while the NC shall endeavor to hold at least one meeting in every 
three months. 


Article XXIII: Eligibility of office Bearers 


All office bearers of all the tiers of The Party shall have to conform to the following 
eligibility-criteria:- 


8 he/she must be ele to become a member of The Party; 
b) he/she must be of 18 years or above. 


Article XXIV: Terms of Membership 

Subject to the categories of life and special memberships, all memberships of 
The Party shall be valid for a period of 4 years, which shall be renewable for 
further successive terms of 4 years each, upon the terms and conditions prescribed 


or deemed fit by the CEC or party chairman which may prescribe Rules or office 
Orders in this regard. 


Article XXV: Party Elections 


The CEC shall prescribe the Elections Rules or office orders in respect of the seven 
tiers, which shall be subject to the following guidelines:

apart from the 4 yearly elections, in case a vacancy in any office arises, 
elections thereon shall also be held on democratic lines envisaged above; 
all nominations/candidatures of office or membership of all the tiers shall 
be placed before the Election Commission (EC) constituted by the CEC 
under Article XI(5) (VI) above. The EC shall conduct a scrutiny deemed fit by 
it, as per its own wisdom and along the lines of any policy, ifany, prescribed 
by the NEC in this regard. After such scrutiny the EC may either reject or 
approve any nomination/candidature in its own wisdom; 

the procedure and process of scrutiny shall be kept confidential by the EC, 
which shall be under no obligation to disclose any material or reasons in 
its decision-making or to afford any show cause notice or opportunity of 
hearing before rejecting the nomination of the candidate. 

The process decision-making and the decision of the EC in this regard shall 
not be brought under, challenge before any forum or court of law; 

all candidates of office or membership of the Ward/Tehsil Committees and 
Divisions/Wings, duly approved by the EC, shall contest election and the 
workers registered in such union council / tehsils and divisions / wings shall 
constitute the electoral college in this regard. 

all candidates of office or membership of the District Committees duly 
approved by the EC, shall contest elections and the Workers registered in 
all the Union Council/Tehsils falling under such Districts, territorially, shall 
constitute the electoral college in this regard; 

all candidates of office or membership of the Zonal Committees, duly 
approved by the EC, shall contest elections and the office bearers and 
members of all the Union Councils/tehsils and Sectors/Districts Committees 
falling under such Zonal Committees, territorially, shall constitute the 
electoral college in this regard; 

all candidates of office or membership of the Provincial Executive 
Committees, duly approved by the EC, shall contest elections and the office 
bearers and members of all the Union Councils/Tehsils Committees, 
Sectors/Districts Committees and Zonal Committees falling under such 
Provincial Executive Committees, territorially, shall constitute the electoral 
college in this regard; 

the elections of the office bearers and members of the Central Executive 
Committee (CEC), duly approved by the EC, shall contest elections. 


(10) The Chairman has sole powers to dissolve all the tiers as described under 


this Constitution at any time for the betterment of the party without issuing 
any reason. 
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Article XXVI: Party discipline, disciplinary actions and adjudication of disputes 


(1) Every member or Worker shall be subject to a strict Party discipline. 

(2) The CEC shall constitute a Disciplinary Committee (DC) or Sub-Committees 
comprising as many members so deemed fit. 

(3) Suo-moto or upon receipt of any complaint by the CEC or, its disciplinary 
Committee, the said Disciplinary Committee or Sub-Committee (authorized 
in this regard by the CEC) may issue a show cause notice to any member or 
Worker for violating Party Constitution, Rules, Regulations, Orders, Practices 
etc. or The Party Discipline. The show cause notice shall prescribe a 
reasonable time for a reply thereafter the Disciplinary Committee or Sub- 
Committee in this regard shall hold a hearing and pass an order vacating 
the show cause notice or prescribing any penalty deemed fit, including and 
not limited to ex-communicating the member or Worker, imposing any 
penalty, suspension or rendering a censure. Such decision shall be 
communicated in writing to the affected person(s). 

(4) Within 20 days of receipt of the decision as above, the aggrieved person may 
prefer an appeal to the Appellate Forum in this regard, which shall be 
constituted by the CEC in its own“ wisdom, which after hearing the aggrieved 
person may pass an order deemed #3ft in the facts and circumstances of 
the case. 

(5) The Chairman is fully empowered to cancel or suspend the membership of 
any member of any tier as describe under this Constitution, and or after 
giving reasonable opportunity of being heard and of show cause. 


Article XXVII: Adjudication of other disputes 


All other disputes (except the ones underscored in Article XXV above) arising in 
The Party, including and not limited to disputes of members inter se in respect 
of Party issues, shall be investigated and brought before a Dispute Resolution 
Committee (DRC), which shall be constituted by the NEC in its own wisdom and 
discretion. The DRC shall make every effort to adopt a conciliatory approach 
and in case the matter would not be resolved or resolvable by such a conciliatory 
approach, a decision would be given by the DRC after hearing the parties, while 
providing adequate opportunities of defence
